~ The clinical lab tests and blood 
pressure reading are taken at the 
time of the program, and the 
questionnaire is distributed to be 
' filled out at home and mailed for 
processing to MDS Laboratories, 
which conducts the program. 
Another new feature of the 
AMBA program will be a low-cost 
test for colon-rectal cancer. The

test is a simple home procedure to 
check the stool for hidden blood, 
which can be a sign of cancer or 
other internal disorders. 

The AMBA program is a service 
which focuses on preventive 
rather than curative health care. 
The physicians of regular par- 
ticipants in the program can build 
a significant patient data base 
necessary for practicing preven- 
tive health care. In addition to the 
Health Risk Assessment, the 
program consists of a battery of 
laboratory tests useful in monitor- 
ing the functions of the heart, 
liver, and kidneys, as well as the 
circulatory and endocrine sys- 
tems. 

The AMBA Program is conduc- 
ted in coordination with local 
physicians, and all laboratory test 
results are sent directly to the 
participant’s personal doctor. 

The Health Risk Assessment 
and laboratory tests are designed 
to enhance the value of the 
relationship between patient and 
physician; they are not meant to 
be a substitute for a physician’s 
examination or consultation.
